Dear Ann Landers: I am 16 


and I depend on your column to 
learn many things I can't ask 
questions about. Recently you 
printed a letter about V.D. You 
described the symptoms of 
gonorrhea and syphilis. 


A bunch of us kids were 


talking about that column and 
no one knew for sure if it is 
possible to get V.D. any other 
way besides sexual intercourse. 
Will you please tell us? 


—DUMB IN ARIZONA 


Dear Ariz: The answer is yes. 


It is indeed possible to get V.D. 
without having sexual in- 
tercourse. 


First, gonorrhea: This in- 


fectious bacteria can live only 
on a mucous membrane. The 
eye 
is the 
second 
most 


vulnerable spot. Gonorrhea of 
the eyes can be picked up by 
anyone whose eyes come in 
contact with the bacteria. A girl 
can get genital gonorrhea from 
heavy petting if her partner is 
infected — and remain a virgin. 


Syphilis can be picked up by 


anyone who has an open cut or 
sore if that sore comes in direct 
contact with the secretions of an 
active lesion of a syphilitic 
person. Doctors have gotten 
syphilis in this manner. If a girl 
with an open sore or a cut on her 
lip kisses a boy who has an 
active chancre on his lip or in his 
mouth, she can get syphilis. 


I repeat: If anyone who reads 


this column suspects he has 
V D , go to the City or County 
Health Department. You will be 
tested and treated free of 
charge. 


Dear Ann Landers: My aunt 


has a habit that drives me out of 
my mind. Whenever she begins 
to recount the details of an in- 
cident, she gets snagged on 
some unimportant detail such 
as, "No it wasn't Helen's bir- 
thday, it was her wedding an- 
niversary — or was it her son's 
Bar Mitzvah? Come to think of it 
was her birthday because I 
remember the cake with all the 
candles and how everyone sang 
. . . "By the time she decides 
when it was, everyone has 
stopped listening.

Why do otherwise 
intelligent people do this? Surely 
they realize it doesn't make an 
iota of difference to the listener, 
and it ruins the story.

Reflections On A War Hero 


FROM THE REDDING RECORD SEARCHLIGHT 


For 27 years, Audie Murphy, who died in a plane crash this 


week at 46, lugged around a giant burden. He was a hero. He won 
more medals in World War II than any other American. 


We do not, we Americans, do as well by heroes as we'd like to 


think we do. Even if a man would like to forget what it was that he 
did to become a hero, we do not let him. 


The World War I legend, Alvin York, handled it differently than 


most heroes. He took his medals and went back to the mountains of 
Tennessee. When he finally died a few years ago, his legend was 
intact. But this was only because he had rigorously shunned the 
limelight for a half-century — lived in fact, as a self imposed exile. 
He suffered his burden in silence. 


Audie Murphy, son of a poor tenant farmer, a lad who quit 


school at the age of 16 to support eight brothers and sisters, went, 
after the war, to Hollywood instead. He became an actor — not a 
great one, but an average B movie leading man. "It beats picking 
cotton," he said. 


In recent years, his film career had nosedived. There were 


several scrapes with the law — though he was acquitted each time. 
There was a long-ago divorce. There were numerous separations 
from his second wife. There were bad investments, and 
bankruptcy, though in the last three years he had recouped some 
and had just finished producing a movie, his first. If hasn't been 
released yet. Friends say he was good in a cameo role. We hope so. 


The point is that all these things are public property — these 


pieces of private information about Audie Murphy. Why? Because 
he was a celebrity — and he was a celebrity not primarily because 
he was a middling actor but because he was a hero. 


Military heroes are not in fashion just now — Vietnam has not, 


and could not, produce another Sgt. York or Audie Murphy, no 
matter what derring-do deeds might have been performed. Maybe 
that's best. 


Audie Murphy had given up the illusion about medals won and 


brave deeds accomplished long before most of the rest of us. He 
gave all his medals away in 1950 — 21 years ago. He said he got fed 
up with that 'most decorated stuff because he felt "they never 
belonged entirely to me." All the men in his outfit should have 
shared them, he said. 


With the country today bogged down in a stupid, senseless war, 


with thousands of American GIs coming home heroin addicts, with 
veteran jobless rates soaring, there is another important thing 
Murphy once observed. "After the war," said the hero, "they took 
Army dogs and rehabilitated them for civilian life. But they turned 
soldiers into civilians and let 'em sink or swim."

column stated that leaders of the 
recent Mayday disorders here 
were Communist inspired, some 
of the liberal Washington press 
corps scoffed, and a few critical 
letters were received from the 
hinterland. 


But mere were solid grounds 


for making the assertion, and no 
attempt was made to place cn 
unjust label on any undeserving 
person 


This reporter has always, and 


still does, view with suspicion 
those who seem to see Com- 
munists lurking behind every 
bush. But it is even more foolish 
to fail to see or to ignore their 
obvious presence. 


First 
indication 
the 


"demonstrations" were linked 
with the Communists came to 
this reporter in a conversation 
with Rowland Evans of the 
Evans and Novak syndicated 
columnists team. He had in- 
vestigated some of the leaders, 
and later came out with a 
column 
with 
the 
heading 


"Muskie and the Trotskyites," 
referring to Senator Muskie's 
endorsement of the so-called 


peace groups 


NOW THE House Internal 


Security Committee has con- 
ducted an investigation into the 
background of the Mayday 
leaders, and it appears that both 
Evans and this reporter were 
justified 
in 
branding 
the 


disorders 
as 
Communist 


oriented. 


Committee Chaii man Richard 


Ichord has made part of the 
panel's findings a matter of 
public record, and what is cited 
here is a part of that record. 
Ichord is respected by his 
colleagues as a level-headed and 
most thoughtful man, and has 
never been accused of "witch- 
hunting." 


He notes that the major 


organization involved in the 
demonstrations 
was 
the 


National Peace Action Coalition 
(NPAC) and states that of the 
NPAC's five national coor- 
dinators, four are known to be 
affiliated with the Socialist 
Workers Party — a Trotskyite 
Communist organization — and 
further that the NPAC was 
actually serving as the SWP's 
action group in carrying out 
massive 
anti-war 
demon- 


strations. 


Trotskyite organizations are 


militant revolutionary splinter 
groups based on the theories of 
Marx, Engles and Lenin, as 
interpreted by Leon Trotsky 
rather than by Josef Stalin. In 
tracing the history of the 
Trotskyites in the U.S., Ichord 
notes "this faction took refuge in 
the Socialist Party and soon 
became embroiled in a battle to 
control the party." 


THE BASIC philosophy of the 


Trotskyite movement is that 
only violent revolution can 
destroy capitalism. The Trot- 
skyites also contend that all 
political groups, except their 
own, 
are counter revolutionary 


and must be destroyed. 


Primary 
objectives of the 


Socialist Workers Party (with 
which demonstration leaders 
are affiliated) are, according to 
Ichord, "to maintain the in- 
dependence of the antiwar 
movement 
from 
capitalist 


political parties, maintain the 
line of immediate U.S. with- 
drawal from Indochina, and 
keep building massive antiwar 
demonstrations." 


This column took note of the 


"sheep-like" followers of the 


"demonstration" 
leaders. On 


this idea, Ichord states: "The 
Trotskyites have been suc- 
cessful in penetrating youth 
groups because 
they have 


played on the political im- 
maturity of the youths, who in 
addition, have only a very vague 
notion of Trotskyism and its true 
objectives." 


Because of its militancy and 


philosophy of violence, the 
Socialist Workers Party is seen 
as a much graver threat to 
America than is the Communist 
Party, U.S.A. Ichord makes this 
distinction: 


. ."QUITE OFTEN members of 
the Socialist Workers Party are 
merely referred to in the press 
as socialist, when in truth they 
regard the Communist Party, 
U.S.A. as being too mild, and 
follow the guerrilla warfare 
ideology of Red China far more 
closely than any of the mandates 
of 
the 
Moscow-controlled 


Communist movement." 


Chairman Ichord notes that 


the Trotskyite Communists use 
the antiwar 
movement to 


promote their own interests and 
warns they are a threat to the 
security of the nation.

The news is that the govern- 


ments of South Vietnam and the 
United States having decided to 
release 570 war prisoners, a 
scant 13 elected to return to 
Hanoi. In a healthy world, this 
would have been cause of great 
jubilation. It is, of course, 
otherwise. The press reports the 
consternation of our govern- 
ment. We have evidently em- 
barrassed the North Viet- 
namese, even as we em- 
barrassed the Soviet Union 
when Svetlana Stalin elected to 
defect from her father's utopia, 
in preference for the homeland 
of bourgeois imperialism. I 
remember the embarrassment 
at the time, and the great 
restraint with which her 
defection was greeted. 


Even so, our government 


would obviously have preferred 
it if the North Vietnamese, like 
good boys, had agreed to return 
home to their country. As it 
stands, we are 
left with a 


propaganda victory shot by an 
arrow into our lapel; and we do 
not desire such victories. What 
is important, as far as our 
government is concerned, is to 
appease the North Vietnamese. 
Still, their choice will register 
with a few of those who have 
been insisting that life in 


Vietnam governed by Hanoi is 
better than life in Vietnam 
governed by Saigon. The answer 
to that has been written by the 
Hanoi prisoners with their feet. 


Their act raises questions 


concerning their counterparts in 
North Vietnam prisons. Con- 
cerning our American POW's, a 
few observations: 


1. Mr. Nixon said a month ago 


that we would not withdraw our 
troops finally 
from South 


Vietnam so long as we had 
prisoners in North Vietnam. 
Now there are those who believe 
that Mr. Nixon's flat utterance, 
followed by the continued im- 
prisonment of our soldiers, 
suggests how great an im- 
portance the NVN attaches to 
holding them. Knowing how 
keenly the NVN desires that the 
United States should evacuate 
South Vietnam, their failure to 
release U.S. prisoners suggests 
the mystical importance the 
NVN attaches to their continued 
detention. 


To this observation, surely the 


answer is: 


Surely we are not now in a 


position to measure the im- 
portance the enemy attaches to 
the continued detention of one 
thousand U.S. POW's. Although 
Mr. Nixon said that the United 
States would not remove itself 


from South Vietnam while we 
had prisoners in North Vietnam, 
he has not said that the rate of 
our withdrawal has been af- 
fected by the POW's. The rate 
at which our troops are with- 
drawing has been set and has 
not been altered. So that we do 
not now know what will happen 
at moment X. 


2. Moment X is when the 


President says: Now we have 
reduced our forces hi South 
Vietnam to Y thousand men. 
These we would proceed to with- 
draw at the same pace as the 
other American soldiers who 
have been withdrawn, except 
that we intend to freeze the with- 
drawal operation until after the 
North 
Vietnamese 
have 


returned to us our POWs. 


That is the moment when the 


NVN will signify the residual 
attachment it has to holding our 
men. 
The choices are relatively 


obvious. The enemy can say: a) 
under no circumstances will we 
return your prisoners. Or it can 
say: b) we will return your 
prisoners provided you agree to 
ransom them at the rate of Z 
billion dollars. Or c) we are 
satisfied of your intentions to 
withdraw, and you can have 
your prisoners back provided 
you promise not to help the 
South Vietnamese with any 
materiel during the future. Or d) 


— finally — it can say: fan- 
enough. Proceed to withdraw, 
and 
you 
can 
have 
your 


prisoners. 


3. Their choice is not ab- 


solutely predictable. But the 
chances are that 
the North 


Vietnamese will try to get an 
extra, hard-crunch bargain 
from us. Whether Mr. Nixon will 
give it to them probably depends 
on whether it is merely of the 
face-saving variety — the kind 
of concession made by President 
Johnson in order to get the 
Pueblo and its 
prisoners 


released. The chances are that 
when that moment comes, a 
general settlement will have 
been adumbrated, and that the 
return of the POWs will be made 
to appear to be an incidental 
part of it. But the event of last 
Monday is not unimportant 
here, because the enemy has its 
pride to consider. And its pride 
will require it to attempt a 
humiliation — yet another 
humiliation — of the United 
States. And the enemy knows 
that, in our straight jacketed 
age, the United States isn't in a 
position to do very much more 
than to: Plead. Plead, to a 
government 
that 
takes 


satisfaction 
from 
every 


demonstration of its hard- 
heartedness. 


Washington Merry-Go-Round 


A Weird Skein Of Events 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON — The war 


hero and movie star Audie 
Murphy, who will be buried in 
Arlington 
cemetery 
today 


(Monday), will take with him to 
the grave information that 
might have freed Jimmy Hoffa. 


Or it could have backfired and 


kept the Teamsters boss in 
Lewisburg, Pa., federal prison, 
where he is serving an eight- 
year sentence. 


The film star recently helped 


to persuade the key government 
witness in Hoffa's 1964 trial to 
repudiate his testimony. But a 
few weeks before he died, 
Murphy received evidence that 
the repudiation was false. 


We have now had access to the 


evidence submitted to Murphy 
It indicates the witness lied 
when he backtracked on his 
testimony against Hoffa. Yet 
Murphy ignored this evidence 
and sought a second statement 
from the witness, plugging up 
some of the inconsistencies in 
his original statement. 


The weird skein of events that 


weaves together the most 
decorated World War II hero 
and the hard-knuckled Team- 
sters boss can be traced back to 
Hoffa's 1964 conviction for at- 
tempting to bribe a Nashville 
jury. 


The key witness against him 


was Edward Grady Partin, a 
Baton Rouge, La., Teamsters 
leader and intimate of Hoffa. 
Until this March, Partin stuck 
firmly to his story that Hoffa 
tried to bribe the jurors. But as 
Hoffa's parole hearing drew 
near, pressure was brought on 
Partin to change his testimony. 


Friends of Hoffa approached 


Partin with promises that they 
could 
get 
the 
Nixon Ad- 


ministration to lift federal 
charges now pending against 
him. 


MURPHY'S MANEUVER 
One approach was made by 


Audie Murphy, who had filed for 
bankruptcy in 1968 and was 
strapped 
for 
cash. 
His 


associates told us Murphy was 
hoping to get a Teamster loan to 
bail out his business interests. 


Murphy 
used 
all 
his 


Hollywood charm to persuade 
Partin to recant his 1964 
testimony. As evidence the 
Nixon Administration might be 
lenient with him, one of Mur- 
phy's associates even produced 
a letter — believed to be a 
forgery — bearing the signature 
of the President and praising 
Partin for coming forward on 
Hoffa's behalf. 


Finally on the night of March 


27, Partin dictated a statement 
in the presence of California 
lawyer Irving Kramer and four 
witnesses in which he claimed 
he had been bullied by the 
Justice 
Department 
into 


testifying falsely against Hoffa. 


The statement, which Partin 


neither signed nor swore, 
alleged that he had been given 
daily written instruction by the 
government on what to say 
against Hoffa. It said the Justice 
Department even provided the 
matches with which to burn the 
instructions. 


We have obtained a copy of the 


31-page statement. It is shot 
through with factual 
errors. 


Moreover, we have evidence 
that some of the Hoffa allies who 
were pressing Partin to give the 
statement knew perfectly well 
that it was a fake. 


SUSPICIOUS STATEMENT 
At Teamster Headquarters, 


Partin's 
statement 
was 


regarded with suspicion because 
earlier pro-Hoffa testimony 
from such questionable wit- 
nesses as prostitutes and known 
criminals had hurt Hoffa's 
cause 
When Hoffa's 
parole 


hearing came, the Teamsters 
lawyers did not introduce the 
Partin statement. 


Nevertheless, Audie Murphy 


went ahead and got ex-Sen. 
George Murphy> R.—Calif., to 
pass the statement on to top 
White House aides and to At- 
torney General John Mitchell. 


Since the parole hearing, 


Hoffa's lawyers have been 
trying to get Partin to make a 
sworn, signed statement before 
a lawyer more familiar than 
Kramer with the jury tampering 
case and who would be able to 
week out inaccuracies. 


And Audie Murphy, until his 


tragic death, was also working 
to get a more plausible affidavit 
from Partin although, according 
to a trusted friend, he was 
convinced that Partin was lying 
to get himself off the hook in the 
case pending against him. 


Footnote: We tried to check 


this account of Murphy's in- 
volvement in the Hoffa affair 
with another of the actor's close 
friends, lawyer Dalton Smith. 
When we reached him in Den- 
ver, 
however, he had just 


returned 
from 
helping 
to 


identify Murphy's body and 
would not discuss the matter. 
The justice Department has 
denied that Partin was ever 
coached in his testimony against 
Hoffa. 


MIDEAST REPORT 


Israel's colorful, one-eyed 


Defense Minister Moishe Dayat i 
saved State Secretary Bil 1 
Roberts' recent peace missiofi 
from failure. The first round o'f 
talks erupted with fireworks, 
then Dayan intervened to 
arrange a peaceful second round 
. . . . Israeli officials told my 
associate Joe Spear that now is, 
the time for quiet diplomacy, 
that positive results can be 
expected. 


Before the cease-fire, the 


Egyptians responded to every 
Israeli air attack upon Cairo by 
filling the sky with shrapnel. 
From the rooftops of every tall 
building, Egyptian anti-aircraft 
gunners would empty their 
magazines aimlessly into the 
air. Reason: they were afraid of 
reprisals from superior officers 
if they had ammunition left after 
an air attack. . . .An American 
oilman, full of nothing 
but 


friendship for the Egyptians, 
expressed misgivings over their 
ability to operate Soviet military 
equipment under fire. He told 
Spear despairingly: "We have 
programs for training the 
Egyptians to use our oil rigs.

We 
train them to push three buttons 
and when it comes time to do it, 
they invariably push them in the 
wrong order." 


Spear reports that inflation is 


rampant in Cairo. A package of 
U. S. cigarettes, he says, costs 
about $1. A can of Egyptian- 
made ladies' hair spray, worth 
no more than $1 in the U. S., 
costs $2.30 in Cairo — Tourism 
has come to a virtual standstill. 
Things are so bad at the 
pyramid of Giza that a guide 
gets his turn only once every 
three days.

Tons Of Mercury 
Sediment Estimated 
At Bay's Bottom 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — A 


U. S. Geological Survey team 
which took 199 samples of 
sediment from the bottom of the 
San Francisco Bay estuary last 
year has estimated at least 58 
tons of mercury has settled 
beneath the 220 square miles of 
water. 


The samples were made in the 


first one foot of sediment. Ad- 
ditional mercury could be 
buried deeper to be churned up 
by dredging operations. Also, 
the four-man survey team said, 
the 58-ton estimate was on the 
conservative side 


That heavier concentrations 


appeared along the bay margins 
and tributaries seemed to in- 
dicate the mercury still is being 
deposited by tributary waters. 


For larger segments of the 


area, mercury content was 
highest in sediment in the in- 
dustralized Suisun Bay, next 
highest in the south bay with its 
sloughs and salt ponds, and third 
highest in the San Pablo Bay.

to live entirely apart, like a 
hermit. As long as other people 
are around you would have to 
make allowances for their rights 
and this is sure to interfere with 
some of the things you might 
want to do. And to be that free, 
you could not, of course, hold 
down any kind of job because, 
here again, other people and the 
working system are sure to 
tangle with your wishes at 
times. So, for obvious reasons, 
complete, personal freedom is 
out. There is no such thing. 


The point of all this is that to 


live a normal life you must learn 
to make many compromises — 
tempering your own wishes to 
meet the demands of duty and to 
respect the rights of others. 


Learning 
to make 
com- 


promises with one's own wishes 
and how to live under the 
pressure of frequent disap- 
pointments and frustrations is 
one of the toughest lessons for 
teen-agers to learn. It cannot be 
learned from books or by 
hearsay. Unfortunately, you 
have to take your own lumps to 
learn how to make the best of 
circumstances you don't like. 
Those sometimes disagreeable 
frustrations and pressures of the 
teen years are actually basic 
training for the larger, more 
important ones you are bound to 
meet in adult life. 
Perhaps you may say all of this 
is too far out—what real dif- 
ference would it make to your 
future if Mother let you skip the 
room cleaning 
and music

might. If you have accepted this 
teen-age pressure without flying 
apart you are better prepared 
for the day when a hard-pushing 
boss (or spouse) may give you a 
hard time too.

storming and stomping around 
is usually futile — that a logical, 
clear-cut presentation of your 
arguments, coupled with intense 
sincerity, is far more effective 
in winning cooperation. This is 
important basic training. Few 
skills you will ever learn can be 
more valuable to you than 
learning how to persuade others 
to adopt your point of view — or, 
if that is impossible, learning to 
accept

frustrations
